The Lisbon District Nursing Association was organized to provide skilled 
nursing care, UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE PHYSICIAN, to the sick in 
their homes on a visit basis, charging in proportion to their ability to pay, 
health instructions, educational follow-up and arranging for medical care when 
necessary. It is supported by the surrounding towns served by the association, 
the nursing fees and the State of New Hampshire. 


The District Nurse is ready to help YOU when you are sick no matter where 
you live in the district, or whatever your financial situation. She gives nursing 
care and instructions to people of all ages - elderly or chronic invalids, mothers 
with new babies, convalescents, returning from the hospital - in fact - to all 
who require skilled care in the home. 


The help of the District Nurse is obtained: by asking your physician to notify 
the nurse, or by telephoning her yourself. The nurse answers each call, but 
visits are continued only under the guidance of a physician. 


The telephone number for the nurse is 838-6616. Fees are set at a rate 
of three dollars ($3.00) per call. Fees may be modified or omitted accord- 
ing to circumstances. 

We are asking each town served by the District Nurse to share in the support 
of the Association through their individual town budgets. These towns are Lisbon, 
Landaff, Lyman, Sugar Hill, Franconia, Easton and Bath. 

Therefore, it is proposed that the town of Landaff set aside fifty cents (50¢) 
per resident, (based on the 1960 census), this amount totaling $144.50.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Landaff School District. 


As Superintendent of Schools, it is with pleasure I submit my third annual report to you. 


During the past year (1966-67) there were 16 pupils enrolled in Blue School. The av- 
erage membership was 13. 10 pupils, Grades 6 through 8, and 11 pupils, Grades 9 through 
12, attended Lisbon Public School. 


This school year there are 12 pupils attending Blue School, Grades | through 5. 6 pupils, 
Grades 6 through 8, and 9 pupils, Grades 9 through 12, are attending Lisbon Public School. 
Two pupils are attending elementary grades in Lisbon with parents assuming responsibility 
of tuition. 


Elementary Education is changing rapidly throughout the United States, and particularly 
in New Hampshire. The Elementary School Guidelines recently published by the New 
Hampshire State Department of Education is having an affect in this area and will, I feel 
certain, have an even more important affect in the near future. 


You will note from your warrant that your local School Board has given thought to 
tuitioning all pupils to another school. You, as the citizens of the District, will have to make 
the decision relative to this matter. 


Whatever your decision, the White Mountains Supervisory Union No. 35 will assist 
as directed by your local Board in this area. 


The White Mts. Supervisory Union No. 35, of which Landaff is a part, stands ready 
to assist each and every district with the educational programs that the school board wishes 
to initiate. 


The Supervisory Union is made up of the school districts of Bethlehem, Easton, Franconia, 
Landaff, Lisbon Special, Lisbon Town, Littleton, Lyman, Sugar Hill, and the White Mts. 
Regional School District which includes the towns of Carroll, Dalton, Jefferson, Lancaster, 
and Whitefield. 


Mr. Paul Henry is the Assistant Superintendent of Schools and Mr. Oliver Cole, Jr. 
the Business Administrator. It is through the coordinated efforts of your three adminis- 
trators that the aims and purposes of your educational program in this enlarged Union 
are realized. 


In closing, may I take this opportunity to thank the Board of Education, the State De- 


partment of Education, our Administrators, and the staff of the Superintendent’s office for 
their continued cooperation and support.
